CONVICTS REVOLT. 


A Mutiny in the Massachusetts State

Boston, Aug. 7.—[By the Associated 
Press.]

Slanghtered for $15 by a 
_ Malpractitioner. 


Telia Latta’s want of Faith in 
the Opposite Sex. 


Justice Savage holds her on the 
Charge of Murder, 


But Allows her to Seek Bail in the Sum 
of $7,500, which She is 
Unable to Secure. 


Lelia Latta, the female doctor charged 


with the murder on the 29th day of July | 48 


by criminal practice of Mrs. Alfretta B. 
Swanton of Boyle Heights, was brought 
up for examination before Justice Sav- 
age yesterday. She was accompanied 
by four lady friends and was represent- 
ed by Judge Carpenter. E. E. Swan- 
ton, husband of the deceased, was the 
first witness introduced by the prosecu- 
tion. His testimony was not materially 
different from that introduced at the 
coroners’ inquest. It included the ad- 
mission by deceased to the witness 
shortly before her death that an opera- 
tion had been performed on her’by de- 
fendant for which $15 was to be paid: 
and resulted in the death of Mrs. Swan- 
ton. 


Dr. David C. Barber followed. The most 
sensational part of his testimony related 
to the admissions made to him by Mrs. 
Swanton. In the morning he asked her: 
„What have you done?’’ She looked in- 
to his face with a smile and said: I be- 
lieve it is the habit of all men to give 
women away!“ Witness said that it 
would be allright. Then the defendant 
admitted the use of a catheter and em- 
me es 9 Mrs Swanton. Deputy 
sheriti J. C. Wray who was the next wit- 
ness, testified to arresting the lady phy- 
sician at her office on East First street, 
Boyle Heights. The defendent while 
changing clothes abstracted two phials 
from a medicine case. One contained 
tincture of opium and the other 
sulphate of morphine, She took out the 
cork of the latter which contained 
enough of the drug to kill ten or 
twelve persons. Mr. Wray told her that 
she must stop this business, whatever 
he inferred the business might be, and 
relieved her of the deadly medecine. He 
saw her throw something out of the win- 
dow and taxed her with it. She denied 
having done it. The officer left his pris- 
oner in charge of a newspaper reporter 
for a few moments while he made an in- 
Hoon area on the roofof a house upon 
which the window looked. His search 
was rewarded by the finding of a red 
rubber catheter. Mrs Latta told the 
officer upon his return with his find 
„Well, you found the catheter!“ She 
was then allowed to take a couple of let- 
ters to a lady friend in the neighborhood 
and was removed to the county jail. 
Wm. G. Taylor, city editor of the ries, 
told of Wray’s finding of the instrument. 
He could not recollect the exact words

Justice Savage stated that 
he had read the 2 ot the Supreme 
Court ex-parte Wolff, 57 Cal. p. 94, 
who was charged with an identical of- 
fense. The opinion decided that the 
crime at the utmost could only be con- 
strued as murder in the second degree 
and would not amount to more than 
manslaughter. The Supreme Court had 
admitted that defendant to bail in the 
sum of $8000. Justice Savage, consider- 
ing all the circumstances of this case 
said he would admit the prisoner to bail 
in the sum of $7500. This bail was 
more than her friends cared to give and 
she remains in the county jail.

rs. Waldron sued fora divorce on the 
ground of extreme cruelty, the extreme 
cruelty * of the vile and 
abusive name, which Waldron was in 
the habit of calling her when he became 
‘a little how came ye 80, and reeled 
home in the still small hours of the 
The Superior Court however , 
found that he was not alone to blame in 
their little domestic disturbances, that 
Mrs. Waidron had a temper of her own, 
and a habit of speaking her mind pretty 
freely on all occasions when her liege 
lord was not as he should be. The court 
also found that the vile names aforesaid 
did not have any tendency to injure her 
health. 

The Supreme Court on appeal ruled 
that the findings of the lower court did 
not establish a case of extreme cruelty”’ 
within the meaning of the statute. Ex- 
treme cruelty, as laid down by the best 
authorities, must, to constitute grounds 
for divorce, be in the first place without 
cause or provocation, and in the second 
endanger the mental or bodily health of 
the person complaining. Both the find- 
ing of the court and the testimony in the 
case showed that the abusive langn 
to some degree, at least, was provoked, 
and there is not the slighest evidence 
that the abuse in any way endangered 
her health. 

Justice Patterson in adissenting opin- 
ion declares that the reasoning of the 
other Justices is on the basis that woman 
is a mere animal and fails to take into 
account her mental and emotional qual- 
ities, and in conclusion declares: 

It must be remembered that one rea- 
son why more divorces are granted now 
than formerly, is because formerly 
wives had no remedy for many outrag- 
eous wrongs.

Viticultural Commissioner Wetmore’s 
Opinion.

Pma, and over 2000 acres of vinés were 
ruined. The ravages of the 
more visibly felt in Southern California, 
from 8,000 to 10,000 acres baving been 
blighted. This is one causé for the ad- 
vance, and another is that a number of 
the growers have become dried grape 
producers. There'is money for the pro- 
ducer in this last industry. The dried 
grape is used to take the place of the 
cheap raisin, and fresh grapes dried will 
bring from $14 to $16 a ton. The feeling 
is that the Zinfandel product for wine 
use will reach $15 before long. The 
‘growers in the early part of the season 
secured good contracts from $10 to $12 
a 


ton. 
The demand for California brandy is 
and is on the increase, The distil- 
ers will double their 1 if they 
can get the grapes. here is a big 
demand in Germany for our brandy. In 
fact, a syndicate has been formed there 
to handle the article. They handle it 
here, and will advance 25 cents a gallon 
on the stuff, N 7 per cent interest 
until it is sold. We get here 40 to 45 
cents a gallon, while they sell it in Ger- 
many for 70 and 80 cents, and the cost 
of shipping and transportation is not 
more than 7 cents. The brandy is stored 
there until the handlers are ready to sell. 
The storage amounts to one cent a 
gallon a year, and the internal revenue 
tax is not 3 until the brandy is 
sold. That is where the United States 
government, in the opinion of wine men, 
make a mistake. We are obliged to pay 
the tax after three years’ stora The 
result of this is that the distillers do 
not, as a general thing, ey the tax. 
They take the brandy out of bond before 
the three years’ time is up and ship it to 
Germany or some other foreign coun-

THE WATER TO EUROPE. 


‘A Pilon Which Would Bo Very Popular 


if Practicable—Details That Present a 


Mighty Pleasing Picture—This scheme 
Would Do Away with All Danger at Bea. 


Newton discovered that apples fall to

than the atmosphere, and Galileo was 
the first to find ont that icebergs float 
because they are lighter than water. 
Many grand results are attributable to 
the first of these divinations of one of 
these long impenetrable. mysteries, and 
most astonishing consequences are about 
to attend the application of the second 
fact of natural philosophy. It is rather 
extraordinary, when you come to think 
of it, that 500 years should have elapsed 
between the discovery that ice would 
float and the practical determination to 
float it. But man hasa way of making 
his utilitarian purposes answer a crying 
necessity, of doing things only when the 
world seems to be able no longer to do 
without them. Railroad travel is little 
more than a hundred years old, yet we 
wonder how mankind managed to do 
without it for 6,000 or 7,000 years. 
A NOVEL SCHEME. 

It is proposed to construct a dozen 
towing vessels of maximum power, to 
Be operated singly, in pairs, in groups, 
or all at once, «6 the circumstances may 
determine. These will be constructed 
with special reference to their uses and 
will be in many ways unique. These 
will be sent jnto the polar regions to 
gather tows of the practicable | 
burden that may be suited to traffic and 
transportation. As. these vast areas of 
ice become detached by force of winds 
and currents they have a natural ten- 
deney toward warmer latitudes, and 
move with such readiness that no great 
forco will be required to give them reg- 


“ular direction along a desired course. 


Unassisted these monster bergs frequent- 
ly approach to within 40 degs. of the 
equator, and by expediting their speed 
they could be got to that point with per- 
fect security and with little diminution 
of their original bulk.

Survival of Dangerous Germs. 

It has been shown by M. — 
disease microbes do not long survive in 
corpses, and that asa general rule the. 
more rapidly decomposition takes place 
the more quickly will the organisms 
perish. Experiments were made with 
nine different kinds of microbes, con- 
tained in the bodies of animals under 
the various conditions of burial in the 
ground, keeping under water and expos- 
ure to air. The bacillus of fowl’ cholera 
was seldom found after three weeks, 
though that of septicemia survived 
ninety days, whilo that of consumption 
did not lose its virulence until from 204 
to 252 days had passed. All trace of the 
other organisms—including those of ty- 
phoid fever, Asiatic cholera, tetanus and 


anthrax—disappeared in from three days 
to a week,
